The 
industry is forging ahead by 
leaps and bounds and now over 
85 patrons send their cream to 
the local plant. Here by the la’ 
test process it is manufactured 
into butter, which for its splen- 
did qualities has won an envia- 
able reputation on the market. 

The farmer is well protected. 
The Babcock tester, operated by 
steam, is used exclusively, and 
tests were made in view of the re 
porter to show that the farmer 


cannot get other than a ‘' square 
deal.”

No Army Can Do Without Big Aero Service

RANTED efficient air scouts, 
says Claude Grahame-White, 
the British aviator in chief, a 
commander should know 6x- 
actly from day to day not only what 
his opponent is doing at the moment, 
but where his reserve troops are being 
moved and at what points his battle 
front Is being strengthened or thinned, 
The element of surprise, once so vital 
in war, has been almost eliminated. It 
is of no avail for one commander to 
have a subtle move in mind, The new 
scout, the enemy's superscout, who 
passes high above the lines, finds it all 
out 
Today when great nations fight there 
is scarcely a possibility—as there was, 
say, in the time of Napoleon—dor a 
swift and brilliant master stroke. 
When such vast bodies of men are em- 
ployed every movement is necessarily 
slow Such forces as are now used 
cannot be moved, cannot be flung im- 
petuously at a ieal position, without 
the foe's air scouts discovering the in- 
tention, following it and robbing it of 
{ts prime object—-surprise, The result 
of the air service is that the point 
threatened is protected, Troops are 


shipped and force is held by force. 
As to the offensive element of air 


craft this famous expert declares that | counts in 


what has been surprising is the amount 
of damage they have done, “Not that 
this damage has been considerable, for 
it has not, but it has been far greater 
than many would have thought possi- 
ble.

It must be borne !n mind that our coast 
line is so extensive and our navy at 
present of such small size and com- 
paratively slow speed that it is essen- 
tial for us to develop scouting facili- 
ties of extraordinary efficiency,

necessary to have forty-four aeroplanes / 
and forty small portable houses, each 
with an aerial mast about eighty to 
ninety feet high. The house would be 
used as a receiving station and an 
aeroplane hangar. To man the system | 
properly it would require three shifts 
of aviators, or 132 men, and forty teleg- 
raphers By introducing the wireless 
telephone and land phone experts in 
this line could be done away with. The

Robert R,. McCormick, war 
jspondent of the Chicago Tribune, 
jcently wrote after a visit to the British 
headquarters in Flanders: 

“Any civillan who spends a reason- 
able time with this army will realize 
not only that our nation is in real dan- 
ger from lack of military preparedness, 
but that our regular army itself is in 
no shape to take the field. I do not 
know how many aeroplanes the British 
army has at present, but I do know 
that it lost on one stormy night more 
aeroplanes than our army has ever 
possessed. 

“Congress must appropriate for the 
)repair and transport equipment of an 
army fiying corps and must buy a 
number of aeroplanes unless our gener- 
als are to fight blind. But it could add 
a valuable volunteer fleet for use in 
}war by providing for the commission- 
ing of aeroplane owners who maintain- 
ed a certain standard of equipment and 
skill This might lead to a healthy 
growth in American aeronautics. Such 
scientific and patriotic activity would 
be better for rich men’s gons than 
elther adding to or spending father’s 
| fortune,

The headquarters of a commanding 
officer are like the main office of any 
vast business enterprise. With every 


point in the fleld the general is in con 
tact, even while the fight is raging 
Even as the troops move forward to 


the attack, telephone wires move with 
hem, and telephone operators, say three 
or four or more to a battalion, are in 
constant communication with an ex 
change station. That station, again, is

In the trenches every fresh “street” 
has its telephone service. Today the 
dispatch rider, so famous in the annals 
of past wars, exists only to supplement 
the telephone, It is on the wires that 
the generals must depend not only t« 
‘receive information but to give orders 
With battle lines extending hundreds of 
miles and the attack coming unexpect 
edly at any point it is only by the 
swiftness of the telephone message that 
re-enforcements can be sent to weaken- 
ed spots in time to win victory or save 
disaster. 

Thrilling stories by the hundred are 
told of men on both sides of the great 
conflict in Europe, who with a wire and 
receiver etrapped to them have. craw! 
ed out to dangerous observation points 
and, lying hidden, have sent back the 
information on which the fate of the 
day's battle has depended, Without thy 
telephone the war could hardly be ca.

Its entire area is but thirty-three square 
miles, and its population but 11,041, 
When it promised to aid its friend 
Italy “to the last man” San Marino 
mustered its armed forces and counted 
thirty-nine officers and 950 men. 

Nominally the republic of San Ma- 
rino has been at war with Austria ever 
since 1866. This is due to its small- 
ness, for the treaty of peace which gave 
the region of Venetia to Italy, arranged 
between that country and Prussia and

Warm Walls Keep Clean 

The ason that lJath and plaster 
walls become streaked is explained 
by John Aitken in Nature as due to 
tue tendency of hot air to deposit its 
dust on cold surfaces; and the colder 
the surface the weaker the power of 
resistance, So where the laths pro- 
tect the plaster from the cold out- 
side the plaster receives less deposit 
of dust than where it is between the 
laths, 

Wherever a hot steam or water 
pipe comes through a wail a vertical 
streak of dust may be seen above it, 
due to the hot air driving the dust 
against the cold wall. Rooms that 
are heated by open grates are much 


|less dusty than those heated by raci- 


ators, because in the former the fur- 
niture is heated principally by radie- 
tion, and »Yeing warmer than the air, 
it repels the particles of dust insteed 
of catching them, while in the latter 
the air heats the furniture and in so 
doing deposits its dust on it. 

Rooms lighted by electricity keep 
clean longer than those heated by 


gas, simply because the light is al- 
most cold,

“Any surface hotter than the air 


keeps free from dust.”

One of the leading grain markets of 
France was held in this busy city be- 
fore the war.

important for its trade and manufac- 


tures. Chief among the factory prod- 
ucts of Arras were beet sugar, agri- 
cultural implements, hostery, lace, pot- 


tery and leather. As early as the fourth 
this Httle town was famous 
its woolen manufactures, a fame 
that it has lost to the great woolen 
centers of Britannia, across the water, 
It later became famous wherever lux- 
ury held footing for the manufacture 
of tapestries. Some of the most beauti- 
fully worked hangings were produced 
here up to the fifteenth century, and 
so superior were the tapestries of the 
place that they were commonly known 
as Arras. The commerce of the city Is 
important in grain, flour, oll, Wine and 
brandy products
